A SHOP sold alcohol to under¬ 
age children - despite receiv¬ 
ing a prior warning from 
Trading Standards. 

A B’s Mini Market, in 
Haverhill’s Queensway, was 
caught on two separate occa¬ 
sions selling age-restricted 
drinks to under 18s. 

Ali Arslan, the store’s owner, 
has been handed a bill of more 
than £1,000 following the two 
incidents - which happened 
within three months of each 
other. 

After appearing at Bury St 
Edmunds Magistrates Court 
and pleading guilty to selling 
alcohol to a child, Arslan was 
fined £500 and ordered to pay 
£750 costs. 

He will also have to pay a £50 
victim surcharge. 

Suffolk Trading Standards 
had previously issued the busi¬ 
ness with a written warning 
and a number of advice letters. 

A B’s had also been visited 
twice by a representative who 


offered advice. Now, Cllr Colin 
Spence, Suffolk County 
Council’s cabinet member for 
public protection, is calling on 
retailers to be vigilant in 
checking young people’s IDs 
when they look underage. 

He said: “Mr Arslan did not 
do so. This case should serve as 
a warning to shopkeepers that 
Suffolk Trading Standards will 
take robust action against 
those that flout the law. 

“We work closely with traders 
to ensure they comply with the 


law throughout the year and 
these undercover checks car¬ 
ried out by Trading Standards 
form a vital part of this work.” 

The incidents happened on 
January 10 and March 20 last 
year. 

Your Store, in the town’s 
Apple Acre Road, was last year 
ordered to pay out more than 
£16,000 after persistently sell¬ 
ing alcohol to underage people.

Phones provide 
‘prison currency’

ILLEGAL mobile phones provide a 
“healthy currency” at Highpoint 
Prison, a court heard. 

Jason Brown appeared in court 
accused of trying to smuggle two 
SIM cards and some cannabis into 
the prison at Stradishall, near 
Haverhill. 

Brown, of Parr Road, East Ham, 
pleaded guilty at Ipswich Crown 
Court last week to two counts of 
bringing prohibited articles into a 
prison. 

The 19-year-old told investigators 
that he had been forced to take the 
items into the jail by someone to 
whom he owed money. 

He admitted what he had done, and 
told officers he had been picked up 
by someone and driven to Highpoint 
with instructions. 

Andrew Jackson, prosecuting, said 
Brown was spotted on the prison’s 
CCTV cameras handing over a crisp 


packet to a prisoner during the inci¬ 
dent on September 20 last year. 

He was detained and the packet 
was recovered. 

It contained two SIM cards and a 
small quantity of the drug. 

Illegal phones and SIM cards act as 
a “healthy currency” between 
inmates, Mr Jackson added. 

Joanne Eley, mitigating, said: “He 
[Brown] got himself into a difficult 
situation. 

“He felt under pressure to take 
items into the prison.” 

Despite Brown having previous 
convictions, none of them were for 
drug dealing or using, Miss Eley said. 

The 19-year-old also claimed not to 
know what was in the package, she 
said. 

Mr Recorder Joseph Boothby sen¬ 
tenced Brown to four months custo¬ 
dy in a young offenders institution. 

He said: “Taking forbidden items 
into prison and for the purposes of 
making money means joining the 
person you did it for in prison.” 

Such incidents mean greater secu¬ 


rity measures are needed at 
Highpoint, the recorder said, which 
would impact on innocent visitors. 

They would face longer waits and 
searches because of any increased 
security measures, he added. 

In a separate case, another man 
was jailed for his own attempt to get 
a mobile phone into the same prison. 

Jamie Taylor, 37, tried to throw a 
plastic bottle containing a phone 
over the perimeter fence at Highpoint 
last year. 

He was spotted on CCTV on 
September 10 getting out of a vehicle 
and throwing something towards 
the fence. 

The bottle was found caught on 
wire at the top of the fence and when 
the 37-year-old’s vehicle was 
searched, officers found another 
phone in a plastic bottle, cables and 
SIM cards. 

Taylor, of Dagenham, Essex, was 
jailed for five months after pleading 
guilty at Ipswich Crown Court. 

He was sentenced by Deputy 
Circuit Judge Peter Jacobs.

HAVERHILL has a new 
police vehicle. It has flash¬ 
ing blue lights and a horn 
- but only two wheels. 

Pc Mark Ellis has brought 
his trusty police bike to the 
town’s station. 

He has customised the 
bike so it looks like a police 
car. 

“It’s not what you’d call a 
normal bike,” he said. 

He has done up the bicy¬ 
cle using accessories from 
old police vehicles. 

The front lights of the bike 
come from an old firearms 
car and another set of lights 
are the sidelights from a 
police car. 

The large flashing light at 
the back of the bike, which 
can be turned on and off 
with a switch on the han¬ 
dlebars, is from a military 
police vehicle. 

The bicycle was already a 
beat bike when Pc Ellis 
joined the force at 
Mildenhall in 1988, but he 
was the one who decided to 
decorate it. 

“Because it was so old, 
when I was posted to Bury, 
I thought: ‘Let’s do some¬ 
thing offbeat,”’ he said. 

He used the bike in Bury 
St Edmunds for six or seven 


years before being posted 
to Haverhill in 2011. 

Although has been work¬ 
ing in the town for a few 
years, he only brought the 
bike to Haverhill last week. 

So far, the people of the 
town have been very 
impressed by the unusual 
bicycle. 

“I had my first day out on 
it and everyone was smil¬ 
ing and laughing,” he said. 

“I’m bringing a thrill to 
the people of Haverhill.” 

But although the bike is 
fun to look at, it’s less fun to 
ride, according to Pc Ellis. 

“It’s hard work to ride it,” 
he said. “It’s a bit of a bone¬ 
shaker. 

“And because it’s only got 
three gears, a slight incline 
is a killer. 

“Trust me to be posted in 
a town with a steep valley!” 

He plans to go out on the 
beat regularly on the bike. 

He also carries a speed 
gun in the box on the back 
of the bicycle, to catch out 
unsuspecting motorists. 

The bike doesn’t have a 
siren, so Pc Ellis has to toot 
the horn to let people know 
he’s coming. 

But as it’s not the speedi¬ 
est vehicle, pedestrians 
should have plenty of time 
to get out of the way.

“There was one left under a dog 
bin.”

It is 
possible to place covert cameras at 
trouble spots in the hope of collect¬ 
ing sufficient evidence, if that is 
what it needs to secure a prosecu¬ 
tion.”

COMMENTS from a Conservative 
councillor made at a planning 
meeting have sparked outrage 
among colleagues. 

Cllr Robert Clifton-Brown, who 
represents Withersfield, near 
Haverhill, has stood down from St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council’s 
Development Control Committee 
following remarks he made at a 
meeting last week. 

Members of the committee 
were debating an application for a 
travellers’ site on Rougham Hill, 
near Bury St Edmunds, when Cllr 
Clifton-Brown commented that 
the proposed site could be better 
suited “near to a police station”. 

He reportedly “regrets” the 
comment - but will still be 
standing as a councillor in the 
May elections. 

A spokesman for the borough 
council confirmed that there is a 
procedure in place for 


councillor’s

investigating complaints against 
councillors. 

He added: “We do not comment 
on complaints unless it is 
appropriate to do so once the 
procedure is finished.” 

Fellow Conservative Cllr Alaric 


comments 

Pugh, who represents Clare, 
publicly distanced himself from 
Cllr Clifton-Brown’s comments at 
the meeting, saying he did not 
want to be associated with what 
had been said. 

Cllr Sara Mildmay-White, deputy 
leader of the borough and chair of 
the council’s Conservative group, 
said she and her colleagues 
“condemned” the language used 
by Cllr Clifton-Brown. 

She added: “We do not in any 
way support the views expressed 
by him at that meeting. 

“We have spoken to Cllr Clifton- 
Brown and he has made it clear 
he regrets his outburst.” 

The group will follow 
disciplinary procedures set out in 
their own constitution, the deputy 
leader added. 

Despite attempts by the Weekly 
News, Cllr Clifton-Brown was 
unavailable for comment. 


Anglian Place 
plan is refused

A DEVELOPMENT of “over¬ 
bearing” homes has been 
refused. 

Debate has surrounded 
plans for flats on Haverhill’s 
Anglian Place for months, 
but now councillors have 
rejected the application for 
15 affordable homes. 

Nearby residents to the site, 
off Burton End, expressed 
their relief at the decision. 

A couple, who did not want 
to be named but live on 
Howard Close, said: “We are 
very happy with the way the 
planning committee debat¬ 
ed and considered the appli¬ 
cation. 

“We are delighted that it 
unanimously decided to 
refuse permission. 

“We have found nobody 
who came forward and said 
‘we like this scheme and we 
want to see it go ahead’ and 
the decision totally vindicat¬ 
ed everyone’s objections.” 

Planning officers at St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council recommended that 
the proposal, from Prime 
Crest, be refused due to the 
impact on amenities of fami¬ 
lies living on Howard Close 
and Old Rope Walk. 

Councillors sitting on the 
Development Control 
Committee last week 
expressed their support for 
affordable housing schemes 


in general, but failed to 
accept the design for these 
specific homes. 

Cllr Angela Rushen said: “I 
do welcome any develop¬ 
ment of affordable housing 
in Haverhill because I know 
there is a pressing need but it 
mustn’t be at any cost; it 
should be appropriate in 
both design and scale.” 

Members called for the site, 
which already has two blocks 
of affordable flats, to be 
developed in future - but 
requested that a fresh appli¬ 
cation, with a new design, is 
submitted. 

Other concerns included 
the height of the building in 
relation to nearby homes. 

Cllr Alaric Pugh said: “I 
think Haverhill deserves bet¬ 
ter quality, it deserves more 


respect from developers and 
we at this borough deserve a 
better relationship with our 
developers.” 

Haverhill Town Council 
also objected to the plans. 

Cllr Clive Turner criticised 
the “rabbit hutch style” of 
cramming so many homes 
into one site. 

Charles Nash, speaking on 
behalf of Prime Crest, told 
councillors of changes made 
to the scheme following 
complaints made last year, 
and how the building had 
been changed aesthetically 
to reflect neighbouring 
homes on both Howard Close 
and Old Rope Walk. 

He also urged support for 
the “much-needed homes” 
and called for a deferral 
instead of refusal.

It is thought that the driver, 
who was alerted on Wratting 
Road, assisted the woman 
and police would like to speak 
to him as part of their investi¬ 


gation.

The good news is we can all do 
our bit to help by only choosing 
barn and free-range eggs, and 
preferably ones with the RSPCA’s 
Freedom Food label. 

This means the eggs have come 
from farms inspected to the 
RSPCA’s welfare standards. 

So whatever you decide to fill your 
pancakes with, please help our 
hens by making your pancake a 
higher welfare one.

Mum’s marathon 
for charity that 
helped save dad 


A HAVERHILL mum is running a 
marathon to raise money for the 
British Heart Foundation after 
her dad and her friend’s daugh¬ 
ter suffered heart problems. 

Siobhan Dockerill, 27, who lives 
in Green Road, has been training 
to run the London Marathon 
since the end of December. 

This is her first ever marathon. 

“It’s hard. It’s tiring,” she said. 
“But I do a lot of running anyway. 

“I have done quite a lot of half 
marathons before, but to double 
it is a challenge.” 

She decided to run for the 
British Heart Foundation for her 
dad, Peter Rootes, who survived a 
heart attack in 2008, and has 
since been diagnosed with heart 
arrhythmia. 

“In early March 2008 he had a 
heart attack,” said Siobhan. 

“He’s a keen cyclist, and he was 
on his bike. It was a shock to all of 
us because he’s so fit.” 

Peter, now 67, who lives in West 
Road, Saffron Walden, was given 
clot-busting drugs and had a 
stent fitted, and made a full

recovery. 

Two years later, he developed 
heart arrhythmia, which means 
his heartbeat is irregular, and he 
had to be rushed to hospital sev¬ 
eral times. 

Thanks to treatment his condi¬ 
tion has now stabilised. 

“He’s back on his bike, so he’s 
keeping himself fit,” said 
Siobhan. 

She also chose to fundraise for 
the British Heart Foundation 
because she knows a little girl, 
Dotti Allard, who was born in 
April 2013 with a hole in her heart. 

Although the holes, known as 
atrial fibral defects, usually close 
up by themselves, Dotti, who is 
the daughter of Siobhan’s friend 
Joely, had to have an operation to 
close hers. 

She underwent six hour surgery 
at Great Ormond Street Hospital 
in July last year. Her mum Joely, 
from Haverhill, said that after the 
operation “her scar was beautiful 


and is healing now”. 

Siobhan said she’s glad to be 
running for a charity that means 
so much to her. 

“I’ve definitely got that connec¬ 
tion with British Heart 
Foundation,” she said. “I’m just 
trying to promote what they do.” 

She is aiming to raise £2,000 for 
the charity, and has already had 
£300 pledged. 

“I’ve just started fundraising,” 
she said. “I’m quite confident I 
will raise the money. I just need 
to spread the word.” 

Running the London Marathon 
is a long-held ambition for 
Siobhan. 

“I’ve been to watch it many 
times and I always thought I’d 
like to run it,” she said. 

Her 3-year-old daughter Poppy 
will be going to watch Siobhan 
run, along with her mum Patricia 
and her dad. 

Siobhan, a full time mum, is 
also president of the Haverhill 
Running Club.

Damning 
report 
into NHS 
Itust in 
Suffolk

THE NHS Foundation Trust in Suffolk could 
be placed into “special measures” after “seri¬ 
ous problems” were found during an inspec¬ 
tion. 

The Care Quality Commission (CQC) car¬ 
ried out an inspection last October - and the 
Chief Executive of Hospitals has recommend¬ 
ed that the trust should be placed into special 
measures after it received an “inadequate” 
rating. 

The trust, which covers both Norfolk and 
Suffolk, needed to make improvements to 
ensure it was delivering safe, effective and 
responsible care, the CQC said. 

It found there were unsafe environments 
which did not promote patient dignity, insuf¬ 
ficient staffing levels to safely meet patients’ 
needs, inadequate arrangements for medica¬ 
tion management and concerns regarding 
seclusion and restraint practice. 

Dr Paul Lelliott, CQC’s deputy chief inspec¬ 
tor of hospitals, said: “We found a number of 
serious problems when we inspected the ser¬ 
vices run by Norfolk and Suffolk NHS 
Foundation Trust and we have made a recom¬ 
mendation to Monitor [section regulators] 
that the trust is placed into special measures. 

“We have informed Monitor of the breaches 
and it will make sure these are appropriately 
addressed and that progress is monitored 
through the special measures action plan.” 

Healthwatch in Suffolk and Norfolk, a body 
which collects the views of people who use 
health and social care services, said it had 
found similar issues. 

Annie Topping, Chief Executive for 
Healthwatch Suffolk, said: “It is clear that the 
trust must make improvements to move for¬ 
ward and it is essential that this includes 
working with service users to build trust and 
demonstrate that they are being heard. 

“We will continue to support the trust in its 
journey to improve the services.”

Church’s 
plans are 
approved

A GRADE II listed church in 
Haverhill has had its future 
secured with the approval of plans 
for flats and a pavilion. 

The Old Independent Church, on 
Hamlet Road, is currently split into 
two buildings - the church and the 
hall. 

But now the hall building will be 
changed into three residential flats 
while a new pavilion will be built 
onto the existing church to be used 
for social activities. 

Both planning applications were 
approved by councillors last week. 

Cllr David Nettleton was the only 
member who moved to refuse the 
building of the pavilion - which he 
branded a “carbuncle”. 

He said: “This is a magnificent 
building and I think with a bit of 
imagination they don’t need to put 
a carbuncle on the side of it.” 

Cllr Tony Brown, who is not on the 


committee, spoke publicly against 
the addition, and said the town’s 
few listed buildings needed protec¬ 
tion. 

Cliff Patten, of Lewis Patten 
Chartered Architects, told council¬ 
lors that the applications were put 
in place to save both buildings from 
deterioration, as the church could 
not afford to maintain both. 

Speaking on the plan for flats, he 
said: “This proposal is an attempt 
by the church to be able to preserve 
both buildings while moving and 
focusing their attentions on the 
church building itself.” 

Anna Hughes, of Mount Road, 
objected to the new homes as the 
hall overlooks her property. Her 
family’s privacy would be compro¬ 
mised, she said. 

Ten councillors approved the plan 
for flats and the separate plans for 
the pavilion.

RACING LIFE:

A freak accident while riding 
out in Newmarket ended Mark 
Perry’s horseracing career. 

Seven operations later he suffers 
constant pain but has turned 
his life around to become an 
accomplished artist. Louise 
Cummings meets the inspiring 
46-year-old at his Soham home 
and workshop.

F rom the minute his parents plonked him 
on the back of a pint-size pony called 
Rusty when he was just five years old, 
Mark Perry knew he wanted to be a jockey. 
“Rusty was blind in one eye, bless him, and I 
just loved riding him,” Mark smiles, recalling 
his childhood sidekick. “My parents both 
had horses so I rode a lot as a child and then 
I moved on to the show scene, gymkhanas 
and things like that. It was my first real love 
and whenever anyone asked me what 
I wanted to be when I grew up I’d say: 

‘I’m going to be a jockey!”’ 

Despite a hunger for life in the 
saddle, a second love was vying for 
Mark’s attention as he developed 
a flair for art. “My father was a 
qualified carpenter and always 
doing lovely paintings and my 
mum was good at drawing 
as well, so with the combination of 
the two I picked up a natural talent 
for art,” he explains. “I was never 
particularly academic and suffered 
terribly with dyslexia at school, so 
the teachers tended to focus on 
what I was good at - art.” 

On the brink of adulthood, 

Mark was faced with a dilemma 
of which passion to pursue as a 
career, but chose the gallops over 
gesso, reasoning that art could follow 
when his lithe body could no 
longer keep up with the gruelling j 
demands of the racing word. 

Sadly that time came much 
sooner than planned, when, on a 
cold winter’s morning in November 
2011, Mark was thrown spectacularly 
from his horse. The injuries to his 
left leg were so catastrophic that 
six surgeons had to battle for 11 
hours to avoid amputation. Thanks 
to pioneering surgery - a muscle 
transplant from his uninjured leg - 


the severely damaged limb was saved, but a 
further six operations later Mark depends on 
a cocktail 
of painkillers. 

However, the steely determination that 
saw him succeed in the world of racing has 
spurred the father-of-two on to embrace 
a new career as an artist. 

Sat amid Mark’s portfolio of work, 
which he’s proudly displaying for our 
photographer, I’m struck by how his 
two worlds have collided to such 
dramatic effect. Facing me is a huge 
canvas of champion racehorse 
B Frankel; each brushstroke 
capturing the majesty of the 
stallion, the glossiness of his coat 
and the definition of his muscles. 

“I was at the Guineas when 
Frankel won,” Mark tells me. 

“I was down at the start with 
the horse that caused my injury 
because he needed seeing into 
the stalls. Horses are my easiest 
subject really because I know 
them so well; I understand their 
muscles and for me painting them 
is second nature. I’ve painted a lot 
of horses for trainers and jockeys 
over the years.” 

Mark’s artistic repertoire is 
P diverse, taking in sculpture, 

woodwork, photography and multi- 
media pieces, which he promises to 
show me on a tour of his workshop 
later, but for now I’m keen to hear 
more about his racing career. 

“My father had connections with a 
trainer in Lambourn at the stables of 
Matty McCormack, so I went along, 
rode out one morning and he said 
‘yes, come along’ and shortly after 
that I became an apprentice jockey. 

I was just 17.” 

Mark was a natural, and rose 



through the ranks, becoming travelling 
head lad and head lad, riding world-wide, 
and spending much time in Italy, Germany 
and France. He even got to perch upon the 
iconic grey Desert Orchid. “It was an absolute 
privilege to ride him and he was such a 
gentleman. His name will always 
be up there with the Red Rums and so forth so 
to be connected to him is amazing,” he smiles. 

Moving to Newmarket in his early 20s, Mark 
discovered flat racing was his true passion, 
and excelled as a freelance work rider. “There’s 
nothing like the feeling of riding a live animal. 
It’s different to being on a motorbike when 
you’ve got full control and can go at 
silly speeds. You’re on the back 
of an animal that can go over 
35 miles per hour at full 
gallop and the feel of the 
wind is so exhilarating. 

I miss it so much now,” 
he says, suddenly 
serious. “If I go into 
Newmarket and see 
the horses, I find it 
very difficult. When 
it’s a love of your 
life, when you do it 
because you love it, not 
because it’s financially 
rewarding, that is a big 
thing to suddenly have 
taken away. I was obviously 
going to hang up my boots at 
some point, but the decision came 
sooner because of the accident.” 

Mark’s life-shattering fall, which happened 
while exercising a horse on a trotting ring in 
Newmarket, remains vivid in his mind. “The 
flat season had come to an end and the horses 
were winding down in terms of exercise. 

That has an effect on them because they get 
fresher and want to do more and jump,” he 
explains. “We had just got to the first bend 
and there were some people standing in an 


area they shouldn’t, which spooked the horse. 
He bucked and tried to kick out at them and 
as he came back down he whipped around 
and so I was thrown up in the air and down to 
nothing, feet first, still holding on to the reins. 
It’s quite a common manoeuvre called ‘getting 
dropped’ and you usually land on your feet 
and someone comes along and legs you back 
up into the saddle. But falling from such a 
height on to a very uneven fibre-sand surface, 
all the weight and momentum went through 
my left leg and it shattered both the bones.” 

Writhing in agony on the ground, Mark 
feared he had a compound fracture - and 
in fact so intense was the impact that 
his bones broke through his skin, 
severing arteries. 

“When I first hit the ground it 
sounded like a gun going off 
and people apparently heard 
it from the other side of the 
ring. I was lying there in the 
drizzle, hyperventilating 
because of the searing 
pain, with people trying 
to keep me warm because 
shock had set in,” Mark 
recalls with a shudder. “I 
knew it was bad because 
it felt all warm around my 
leg... when the paramedics 
cut through my chaps and jeans 
they confirmed my worst fears.” 

At Addenbrooke’s Hospital Mark 
had emergency surgery to save his leg. “As 
I went into the operating theatre it was still 
up in the air as to whether they would have 
to amputate. In the first operation they put a 
metal rod through the main bone and then 
got all the bone fragments and lined them up 
to butt against the main bone.” 

Next day, Mark needed a further complex 
operation. “For bone to heal well it has to 
have a good blood supply and because the 
bones had split out of my leg, they’d ruined

the arteries. The surgeons had to take a large 
muscle section out of the top of my right leg 
with good vessels and arteries to then place 
into my injured leg.” 

Mark was in hospital for over a month, 
where he had to rest on an airbed in a special 
room kept at an optimum temperature to aid 
recovery. He has undergone five operations 
since and a lot of physiotherapy. 

Surprisingly, he’s not bitter about the lot 
he’s been dealt. “I’ve never been one of those 
people who has said ‘oh look at me, isn’t this 
sad’. The upshot is it’s ended my racing career, 
and now I’m starting on my second career, 
which is both scary and exciting at the same 
time!” 

Thankfully Mark also has the love of a good 
woman, his wife Liz, who he married last 
autumn. The pair, who have five children 
between them, share a home in Soham 
with their adorable Labrador Luna and cat 
Jasmine. 

Strolling through the garden to Mark’s 
studio, I feel like I’m stepping into another 
world. It’s the stuff of pure fantasy, a full-size 
Darth Vader standing guard ominously in 
one corner and a whole cast of menacing 
Star Wars characters on the lookout from the 
other. 

“Coming from an age when Star Wars first 
came out, that really inspired me because it 
took me to a world I’d never seen before, 
so a lot of my art is mystical and futuristic,” 
Mark explains. 

Most of the sculptures look straight off a 
George Lucas film set, rather than the product 
of hour upon hour of meticulous sculpting by 
Mark using clay and resin. His C-3PO is really 
rather remarkable, the cool blue Na’vi (from 
Avatar) would surely make James Cameron 
proud and the sculptor’s bloodied Arnold 
Schwarzenegger Terminator head, half skin, 
half machine, is impressive and macabre 
in equal measure. 

It’s not all sci-fi though as I spy elaborate 
copper wire sculptures: there’s a squirrel 
scampering up a hollow log (destined to be an 
uplighter), a horse rearing up magnificently 
on its hind legs and a willowy figure with 
staff, set onto polished slate, which has an air 
of Tolkien’s Gandalf. There’s also an array of 
paintings of cats and dogs commissioned by 
pet owners. 

Back in the lounge, I’m rather taken by 
Mark’s latest handiwork, a Japanese- 
style wire tree with emerald glass beads 
woven on to branches to signify foliage. 

A stunning sculpture of twisted silver- 
plated wire, I’m tempted to put in an 
offer, but Liz assures me she’s laid claim 


to her husband’s newest creation. 

Wirework, painting, sculpture, woodwork, 
photography... there really is no end to 
Mark’s talents, so perhaps it’s fateful that life 
intervened to make him switch career? 

“It’s been a slow process building up my 
portfolio, but I’m really hoping to make a 
career out of my art. I’ve got some work in 
Galleria restaurant in Cambridge, but I just 
need someone to spot what I can do and be 
willing to take me under their wing or for a 
gallery to take me on,” he says. 

“I’m not one to say I want to be a famous 
artist; most artists are dead before they get 
famous. I just want to be able to make a nice 
living from this, and that way in my twilight 
years I can look back and think, well, how 
brilliant I got paid for doing my two hobbies!”

BRENDAN Cole is twirling his favourite 
dancing partner around the living room 
and the tiny blue-eyed blonde shrieks 
with delight and demands one of his 
famous 'lifts'. 

The handsome professional on BBC's 
Strictly Come Dancing has had a string 
of glamorous celebrity partners, includ¬ 
ing Kelly Brook and Sophie Ellis-Bextor, 
during a decade appearing on the series, 
but clearly dancing with his 2-year-old 
daughter Aurelia is in another league. 

"She loves dancing, which is really 
sweet to see. I actually haven't en¬ 
couraged her. It's just something she 
naturally enjoys, especially when I swing 
her up in the air," beams the patently 
proud father. 

He's packing in as many special mo¬ 
ments with her as possible because 
family time's going to be limited during 
his 48-date tour of the UK and Ireland 
with his dance spectacular, A Night To 
Remember, coming to Cambridge Corn 
Exchange. 

Cole describes the show as revealing 
"the real Brendan, who is more fun, 
naughty and cheeky away from Strictly, 
which is controlled and scripted". 

"In this, I host throughout and I'm 
happy to answer questions from the au¬ 
dience," he adds. "There's a wonderful 
cast and a fantastic programme of music 
and ballroom and Latin dance." 

So while theatregoers are set to gain 
an insight into one of the series' favour- 


Strictly Come Dancing’s Brendan 
Cole has enjoyed fame and fortune 
during a decade on the show, but his 
favourite role to date has been father¬ 
hood. GABRIELLE FAGAN discovers the 
secret to his success and why he’s a 
quieter man these days 

ite performers, he's also allowing a rare 
glimpse into his private domestic bliss - 
and explaining the remarkable effect it's 
had on his life - as he chats at his home, 
a 300-year-old cottage in Buckingham¬ 
shire which he shares with his model 
wife, Zoe Hobbs. 

For years, he had a reputation as the 
'bad boy' of Strictly because of his feisty 
nature, his outspoken and sometimes 
scathing comments, and his romantic 
links to a bevy of beautiful women. 

Most famously, his eight-year relation¬ 
ship to fiance and fellow dancer, Camilla 
Dallerup, fell apart after he danced with 
newsreader Natasha Kaplinsky in the 
first Strictly series in 2004, and their ob¬ 
vious smouldering on-screen chemistry 
helped them win. 

"I'm a different person these days," 
declares the 38-year-old who married 
Zoe, 32, in 2010 in front of Strictly stars 
and Sir Bruce Forsyth. Aurelia was born 
on Christmas Day, 2012. 

"It was certainly close to love at first 
sight when I met Zoe, even though at 
first I thought she was so ridiculously 
attractive and I thought she was far too

good for me! But fate played its part 
and here we are today together. 

"When you're happy and fulfilled in a 
relationship, it gives you more stabil¬ 
ity and a different perspective on life. 

I was very outspoken in the past, but 
you change as you grow older and 
you become a bit more thoughtful and 
considered. Put it this way, nowadays 
I'm not afraid to be controversial if it's 
necessary, but I do think before I speak! 

The New Zealander, who started 
dancing when he was 6, has admitted 
that adjusting in his 20s to the level of 
fame he enjoyed in those early years of 
the series wasn't easy, but he's now the 
longest-serving professional dancer on 
the show, along with Anton du Beke, 
and that famous volatility has been 
replaced by calm. 

"Now I've learnt to fight only the 
battles I need to, the ones which mean 
something to me," he says with a smile. 

Although the opportunity to lift the 
glitter ball for the second time has as 
yet eluded him, he has reached the final 
with Lisa Snowdon and Sophie Ellis- 
Bextor. In 2014 he partnered Casualty 
star, Sunetra Sarker and was eliminated 
in week 10. 

The secret of success on Strictly, he 
insists, is a partnership where the pro¬ 
fessional dancer enjoys a 'rapport' with 
the celebrity. 

"It's absolutely necessary. If you don't 
gel it's tough because you're spending 


eight hours a day with that person. You 
can fake it if you need to, but after a 
while, strained relationships will become 
obvious," he says bluntly. 

Cole's only too aware that outside 
relationships can suffer when celebrities 
are caught up for months in intensive 
training and are far from their families. 

"I always tell my dance partners, 'Get 
your boyfriend or husband as involved 
as they want to be' and then there's no 
problems of misunderstandings and jeal¬ 
ousy. It's good if they can come to some 
of the sessions and see what goes on, so 
they don't feel left out of the process." 

He practises what he preaches and 
his wife regularly visits rehearsals. "My 
work is a massive part of our lives - 
when I tour it's particularly hard on her 
because of my not always getting home 
- and so the rest of the time, I want her 
involved as much as possible in what I 
do," he says. 

"Zoe's extremely supportive of me 
and I love her input because she looks 
at everything from the perspective of 
not being a dancer. Would I teach her 
to dance? Er no, I'd rather keep my mar¬ 
riage! That would be about as risky as 
trying to teach someone you're close to 
how to drive!"

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Tudor tips 

for gardens 


I'VE heard of some strange gardening practices 
over the years, but some of the tips offered in a 
medieval gardening book which is said to have in¬ 
spired Henry Vlll's lost Great Garden at Whitehall 
Palace take the biscuit. 

The Ruralia Commoda, 
written in 1304, due to go 
on display at an exhibition at 
Buckingham Palace in March, 
claims that a squash will bear 
fruit after nine days if planted 
in the ashes of human bones 
and watered with oil, and that 
cucumbers shake at the sound 
of thunder. 

It also mentions that lettuce 
loves goat manure and that 
combining the seeds of lettuce, 
radishes, nasturtium and colewort will result in a 
particularly tasty crop of greens. 

The book, which will be displayed alongside 
some of the earliest and rarest surviving records 
of gardens and plants from the Royal Collection, 
entered Henry Vlll's library after the death of 
its owner, the king's chaplain Richard Rawson, 
in 1543 and explains the importance of a king's 
garden to the Tudors. 

But just how much truth is there in its horticul¬ 


tural growing tips? 

Guy Barter, head of the RHS advisory service, 
says: "They didn't have squashes as we know 
them in those days." 

Perhaps the Latin text has 
been lost in translation. 

"It would have been a mar¬ 
row. Squashes come from North 
America, which hadn't been 
discovered at that time. If you 
watered oil on the ground it 
would have no fertiliser effect. 

It might inhibit loss of moisture 
by evaporation but it wouldn't 
control pests. 

"They would have used 
vegetable oil as they didn't have 
synthetic oil in those days and 
it would have been broken down in the soil. But 
if an old-fashioned gardener wanted to give it a 
go, it wouldn't do any harm. Just don't use engine 
oil!" 

The manual also suggests that lettuce loves 
goat manure; and Barter agrees. 

"Gardeners throughout history have gathered 
sheep manure which is an excellent quality and 
balanced feed, not too high in nitrogen like bird 
manure and probably better than cow manure.

The problem is, goats are pretty thin on the 
ground nowadays. If you can get hold of a goat, 
I'm sure there's potential there." 

Burnt human bones were obviously valued for 
their horticultural properties in Henry Vlll's day - 
and they would have added nutrients to the soil, 
Barter agrees. 

"Mixtures of blood, fish and bones are widely 
sold today. Bones are a very good fertiliser. Before 
they had good machinery to grind up bones into 
bonemeal, they would have been burned and the 
ashes would have been rich in phosphorous and in 
lime. Whether human bones are better than any 
other bones, I wouldn't like to say." 

While it's not the case today, in Tudor times 
many soils were deficient in phosphorous. The 
growing of root vegetables and legumes was 
often inhibited by lack of phosphorous, which is 
needed for the healthy production of roots and 
good root systems. 

"Plants don't use much phosphorous but there's 
desperately little of it in virgin soil, so it was lack¬ 
ing until the invention of the fertiliser industry in 
the mid-19th century," says Barter. 

He is, however, flummoxed by the claim that 
cucumbers shake with fear at the sound of thun¬ 


der. 

"I've never seen a cucumber shake with fear," 
he laughs. "They would have been grown in cold 
frames covered with glass or wax. But even so, I 
can't imagine why a cucumber would shake with 
fear. " 

However, the 14th century manual was ahead 
of its time in some respects, declaring that com¬ 
bining the seeds of lettuce, radishes, nasturtium 
and colewort will result in a particularly tasty crop 
of greens. 

"Isn't that amazing? They predicted the inven¬ 
tion of bagged mixed salads by hundreds of years. 
What a brilliant idea! It's come full circle. We used 
to grow everything separately and now gardeners 
have come back to sow these mixed salad packs 
and grow their own versions of the supermarket 
ones. 

"Those plants would all grow happily in the 
same soil together. Radishes are a little bit hairy, 
but there are versions of radish that haven't got 
hairy leaves so perhaps the Tudors grew those. 

But they would all combine well together."

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THE annual figure for 
child deaths and serious 
injuries on the roads has 
risen for the first time in 20 
years. 

The number of children 
(under 16) killed or serious¬ 
ly injured (KSI) on Britain’s 
roads in the year ending in 
September increased by 3 
per cent compared with the 
12 months to September 
2013, provisional 

Government figures 
showed. 

Releasing the statistics, 
the Department for 
Transport (DfT) said child 
KSIs rose in each quarter of 
2014 in comparison with 
the same periods in 2013. 

The Department said: 
“These increases have now 
resulted in the first rise in 
rolling-year comparisons in 
child KSIs since the year 
ending March 1995.” 


Painful cost 

FIVE years ago I sat down in 
for coffee with 
Cambridgeshire Police’s 
traffic reduction officer, Pc 
Steve Gedny, writes Mike 
Scialom. 

Pc Gedny, pictured, had 
been a superb contributor to 
the motoring supplement for 
a good few years, but his 
voice was about to be 
silenced as “austerity” kicked 
in. 

“Austerity” meant that cuts 
would have to be made to 
front-line services, and the

Mr Goodwill said: “We are 
determined to do more to 
reduce these figures, work¬ 
ing with the police and 
other agencies, such as pro¬ 
moting road awareness 
through our THINK! cam¬ 
paign.” 

The Institute of Advanced 
Motorists said: “These fig¬ 
ures reflect our view that 
cuts in visible policing and 


road safety spending has 
had an impact.” 

The RAC said it was 
“alarming to see that years 
of progress on road safety 
appears to have come to an 
abrupt halt”, while the AA 
said the latest figures “do 
not make for happy read¬ 
ing”. 

Road safety charity Brake 
said the casualty increases 
were “the tragic result of a 
failure of ambition”. 

The DfT said: “It is too 
early to say at this stage if 
this marks the end of the 
long-term downward trend 
in child KSI casualties, or if 
it is as a result of short-term 
factors.” 

Today there are 16,701 
fewer police officers on the 
streets than in 2010.
